AZALEAS 


Azaleas are probably the most beautiful of evergreen 
blooming shrubs. Today their usefulness in landscap- 
ing is widely recognized and mass plantings. of them 
are becoming more and more prevalent. Below are 
listed some of the hardier evergreen clones most of 
which are hardy to Pennsylvania. 


APPLE BLOSSOM—Salmon and white flowers. 
CORAL BELLS—Hose in hose coral pink. 


ELEANOR ALLAN—Clear pink flower on beautifully 
compact plants that are very vigorous. An Allan 
seedling now sold all over the country and used for 
forcing. 


SALMON BEAUTY—Hose in hose salmon flowers. 


HINODIGIRI—Probably the best known kurume. 
Bright carmine. 


PEACH BLOW—Fast growing and lovely salmon. 
PINK PEARL—Tall growing hose in hose pink. 


CHERRY BLOSSOM—Similar to above but paler flow- 
ers. 


MASSASOIT—Deep red with larger flowers than most 
Kurumes. 


HINO CRIMSON—Smaller foliage and darker flowers 
than Hino. 


CHRISTMAS CHEER—Very small dark red hose in 
hose flowers. 


KAMAKURA—Variegated flowers of pink and red and 
white. 


MAUVE BEAUTY—Lavender flowers on a compact 
plant. 


ALLAN No. 72—lLarge hose in hose pink flowers on a 
compact plant. 


KAEMPFERI GROUP—Very fast and open growing 
plants that are hardy to New England. Shades of 
pink in mixture only.

CAMELLIA JAPONICA 


Some varieties hardy to Pennsylvania. 


The plants listed below are from two to five years 
old and are all grown in containers from quart cans up 
to five gallon cans. They are in very porous soil mix- 
ture that is fairly light and makes a fine, fibrous root 
system. 


The fact that you get the entire root system makes 
these. plants transplant better than Balled plants of 
comparable size. If you wish to remove the can it will 
help to run a long bladeed kitchen knife around the in- 
side after watering. Or you may cut down opposite 
sides of the can and fold downward. 


Fertilizing with Rapid Gro is recommended as direct- 
ed on container. Use once a week in summer and once 
a month in winter. 


In repotting never crowd the roots, but on the other 
hand, never use too large a container as it will retard 
growth the first year. Clay pots do not seem to be as 
good aS non porous containers. 


The best soil mixture is two parts peat, two parts 
sandy loam and one part coarse sand. The use ofa little 
cotton-seed meal in this mix is recommended but .not 
commercial fertilizer. Water well with Rapid Gro and 
hold in shade for a couple of weeks. Animal manures 
used as a mulch are beneficial and make larger flow- 
ers.

Many customers add the names of additional varieties 
that they will accept in case we are out of the sizes 
or varieties ordered and it is an excellent idea and 
saves a lot of time and letter writing. You may depend 
on GOOD VALUE in substitutions of second choice 
plants. 


GREENHOUSE CULTURE 


These plants are ideal for greenhouse culture and the 
procedure is simple. Soil and fertilizing have been cov- 
ered and the main thing to avoid is OVER watering. 
Keep on the dry side rather than the wet and with a 
very little experience you will know just when they 
require water. EACH plant must be treated as an in- 
dividual because it depends on the root system, size cf 
plant, humidity and other factors. Keep soil moist but 
not wet and you will avoid a lot of trouble. Over water- 
ing probably kills more greenhouse Camellias than 
ANY other cause.

Foli- 
age is larger and at least as dark while growth habit is 
more upright and stronger than Lady Vansittart. Ap- 
parently free from dieback troubles. Flower lasts on 
cee from ten days upward to two weeks and is very 
showy.
